Vote Against Abolishing County 


Health Department 


At the coming election on November 2 the voters 


will be asked to decide a local question and the ques- 
tion is "shall we abandon the Lee County Health De- 
partment?" The advice of the Evening Telegraph is 
to vote "NO." 


We think it would be a definite step backward to 


abolish our county health unit. If there is anything 
wrong with the department let us see that the wrongs 
are corrected and the department strengthened, rather 
than abolish it. 


There are ways that we could improve the efficiency 


of the department, but to do so, we must maintain the 
department, not abolish it. One suggestion is, that since 
Lee county is smaller than many counties and the reve- 
nue available from local and state sources is therefore 
limited, and limited revenue naturally limits the number 
and type of personnel the unit can afford, a solution 
would be for Lee county to unite with some adjoining 
county, pool their resources, and be able to have an ex- 
tremely high grade health department. But to do this 
we must keep our health department plan in operation. 
If we drop it we are out of the picture entirely so far as 
state aid is concerned. 


Abolishment of the county health unit would be 


retrogression. What we want is a better health de- 
partment.

Living Cost 
Drops 0.2 
Per Cent 


First Decline in 
Four Months; Food, 
Clothing Lower 
WASHINGTON </P) — The 


cost of living dropped 0.2 per 
cent last month because of 
marked down price tags on 
food-^-especially meats—and 
clothing, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics announced today. 


In each of the preceding* three 


months the figure had edged up- 
ward. 


The August consumer price in- 


dex dropped to exactly the same 
level as in August 1953, at 115 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average. 


Food prices dipped 0.« per cent 


in August, the bureau said, and 
weakness in food prices in the 
early weeks of this month indi- 
cates the September average will 
be at least as low. 


Meat Cheaper 


Food shoppers found price de- 


crease* for every cut of meat, re- 
flecting bigger shipments of live- 
stock to market. Pork showed the 
biggest decline; bacon, pork chops 
arid leg of. lamb were about 4Vii 
per cent lower than in July. 
' 


Fresh fruits and vegetables also 


wert cheaper, but the price drops 
—21 per cent for_tomatoes, 17 per 
cent for sweet potatoes and green 
beans, 27 per cent for peaches — 
were mainly adjustments from the 
high July prices resulting from 
drought in many areas. Th« dry 
weather's effect on food prices was 
the main reason for the slight ad- 
vance in costs in July. 


Shoes Higher 


Parents outfitting children for 


school found that children's shoes 
were up an average of about 50 
cent* a pair in August although 
clothing 
costs 
generally were 


down. Nylon hose, lingerie, men's 
suits and work gloves were among 
th'e lower items. 


The living-cost decline brought 


no" change in the sliding scale pay 
contracts of about a million rail- 
road workers. The long sustained 
stability of the index has meant 
no cost-of-living adjustment for the 
rail workers for 15 months. About 
a million workers in the auto, air- 
craft and farm equipment indus- 
tries got a penny - and - hour boost 
last month out of the three-month 
rise that ended in July.

A Sub for EDC 


It te good'news that the aeries of hurried "round robin" 


meetings involving Secretary of State Dulles, British Foreign 
Secretary Eflea, German Chancellor Adenauer and others 
has resulted in a call for a nine-power conference to find a 
way to bringvWest Germany into the Atlantic alliance. 


The inviUstions go to the United States, Canada, Britain, 


and the six n^ions originally marked for inclusion iu the 
now defunct EDC plan—West Germany, France, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Holland and Luxembourg. 
* VTA™ 
In addition to this conference, the 14 members of NATO 


will meet around mid-October to study the matter of Ger- 
man rearmament. 
The urgency in the situation stems from realization that 


pro-Western political forces in Germany are in shaky con- 
dition as result of French rejection of EDC. Adenauer had 
built his European policy on that defensive plan. 
Ther* is no tendency any more to show special defer- 


•»nc* to France in working out a suitable EDC substitute. 
The initiative has- passed to other hands, if indeed it can be- 
•said "initiative" ever really rested with the French. 


On the other hand. Dulles, Eden and Adenauer recog- 


nize the value of having French agreement on some new plan 
if it can be gained without acceptance of crippling amend- 
ments. 
. 
. . 
Diplomatic sources say France has agreed in principle 


to linking Germany with NATO. If that is so, the impend- 
ing London conference could get down to practical ways of 
developing that alliance. 


The French rebuffed EDC, a plan that would have placed 


German armed units under international control. France 
felt the control would be insufficient to check a resurgent 
Germany. 
Presumably a Germany allied with NATO would have 


an independent national army. Offhand, this sounds like 
the thing the French fear most. But evidently France feels 
that such an army tied to NATO, with such powerful na- 
tions as Britain and America in formal association, would 
be under somewhat better control despite its "independence." 


Furthermore; the French are said to be demanding guar- 


antees that British" and U. S. troops stay indefinitely on the 
European continent, and that German rearmament be kept 
within sane bounds. 


How far the other nations will now be willing' to go in 


satisfying reported French conditions cannot be guessed. 
But it appear* definite that the West is determined to de- 
velop speedily an effective plan for drawing Germany closer. 


The price of failure, or even delay, could be to see Ger- 


many swing toward the Soviet orbit—at least to the point

Impossible in Human Illness

A—AU -right, all right Fli$t, as 


to the "yes" or "no" answ«*. The 
reason it in usually M difficult to 
make a flat statement in reply to 
a medical question is thsjt two 
people who appear to h»v£ the 
same disorder often do not get 
along the same'way even when 
they receive the same treatment. 
Would yon, for example, want me 
to say that all those who suffer a 
heart attack will dte suddenly? If 
I did it would not be true becauM 
a great many recover and live 
normal lives. It is for reasons like 
that a direct yes or no answer is 
so often Impossible when dealing 
with human ailments. 


Now to the question on giving 


treatments. Again two people with 
the same- disease will not respond 
the same way to the same drugs 
torn* will be sensitive to one drug 
and not another and the dosage or 
amount will vary from person to 
person. Probably the most danger 
ous thing I could do would be to 
recommend the same treatment to 
all readers of this column who suf 
fered from what appeared to them 
to be identical symptoms. 


Finally, I am not trying to make 


the doctor* rich. Mo«t of them 
have enough or too much to 


anyway. But surely a person who 
s ill stands a better chance of 
getting well from the personal at- 
ention of a competent physician 
nan from any recommendations 
or treatment jiubllshed in some 
cind of wholesale manner.

•<Q—Can anyone die of a broken 


heart? I have had a terrible 
shock and disappointment and feel 
erribly hurt.

A—There is no physical disorder 


which doctors recognize M a 
broken heart coming from nhock 
and disappointment. It Is true that 
imotional shocks can bring about 
nome bodily changes, however, 
and deep hurt and disappointment 
can bo one, of the*e. I should nay, 
however, that death from a "bro- 
ken heart" is not in the card*. 


Q—Can you give me information 


on the disease called "torticollis"?

A—This is the medical name for 


wry neck, meaning that the neck 
is somewhat twisted and the head 
held on one side. The cause of most 
varieties is rather obscure but oft- 
en there seems to be a strong 
emotional or nervous element.

Violent Strike 
Is 10 Months Old 
Pittsburgh Police Fear 
New Outbreaks at Stores 


PITTSBURGH «—A 10-month 


strike of 12 AFL unions against 
Pittsburgh's five largest depart- 
ment stores stands as one of the 
most violent in this steel city's 
history. 


Vandalism and picket line dis- 


turbances have marked the strike 
since it began last Nov. 27. Vio- 
lence has increased in recent 
months and police fear new out- 
breaks may come anytime. 


Officers patrol sidewalks in front 


,«f the stores on a 24-hour basis, 
seven days a week. Squad cars 
prowl the streets at night. There is 
an air of tension at the stores. 


On at least three occasions quick 


police intervention prevented pick- 
et lines scuffles from developing 
into full-scale riots. 


Damage includes 29 display win- 


dows shattered and many damaged 
by glass cutters with the loss es- 
timated at about $40,000. 
Three 


truckloads of furniture have been 
set afire. There have been numer- 
ous paint bombings of buildings 
and private homes. 


Police have arrested 106 strikers 


and persons described as 'sym- 
pathizers" on charges 
ranging 


from disorderly conduct and as- 
sault with intent to kill to felonious 
burning and inciting to riot. 


Sixty-one of the 106 were fined; 


31 were discharged: 1 was turned 
over to juvenile court and 13 were 
held for grand jury action. Eleven 
of the 13 have been Indicted and 
await trial. 


From Both Sides 


:" According to police, most of 
those arrested are members of 
striking AFL General Teamsters 
Local 240 and AFL General Ware 
housemen Local 636. The two 
unions have supplied a majority 
of the pickets. 


Five store employes working as 


messengers also have been indic- 
ted on charges of riot and inciting 
to riot as the result of a fracas 
with pickets. 


Stores 
struck 
are 
Gimbel's, 


Kaufmann's, Home's Robenbaum's 
and Frank & Seder. 


The teamsters local, which had 


about 800 members employed at 
the stores, touched off the strike 
after negotiations deadlocked on 
two contract issues. They are: 


1. Whether the union or the 


stores should have the right to 
designate when parcel post is to 
be used for making deliveries in 
certain areas. 


2. Whether the union or the stores 


should have the right to deter- 
mine when helpers are needed on 
package trucks. 


Shortly after the drivers walked 


out, members of 11 other smaller 
AFL unions struck in contract 
stalemates en an array of issues 
including wages and working con- 
ditions. Neither specific demands 
or pay scales have been disclosed. 


Altogether, nearly 5,000 store 


employes left their Jobs. About 
half, the stores report, subsequent- 
ly returned to work even though 
their Tmions still were striking. 
Some 7,000 employes, many of 
them members of four CIO clerical 
unions, never left their jobs.

Seeking Life's Secrets: 5

They will be tested this winter 


to see what effect they have 
against cancer in mice. The chem- 
icals come, oddly enough, from the 
ovaries of starfish, chickens, tur- 
tles and dogs. Ovaries are the 
storehouses of the eggs for new 
animal life. 


Type of Engine 


The story concerns a main phase 


of Dr. Heilbrunn's researches—to 
learn what kind of engine is the 
living cell. 


The interior of a cell is fluid, 


made of protoplasm. Studying cell 
division or splitting into new cells, 
Dr. Heilbrunn' finds that a first 
atep is for the cell to start clotting 
or jelling for a time. 


The clotting is apparently caused 


by the release of calcium into the 
cell. This calcium is normally 
bound up in the cortex or outer 
ting structure of the cell. 


And he finds that anything which 


can prevent the initial clotting ac- 
tion inside the cell will also halt or 
prevent cell division. Therein lies 
the cancer clue. 


Halts Cell Division 


Cells, he reasons, are something 


like human blood in this clotting 
action initiated by calcium. One 
potent drug which thins the blood 
and acts as an .anti-clotting agent 
is heparin. Heparin can also halt 
cell division, but the molecule of 
heparin is too large to enter inside 
many kinds of cells. 


Then Dr. Heilbrunn discovered 


heparin-like chemicals in the ova- 
ries of some kinds of fish. These 
substances" also can. prevent the 
initial clotting of a cell, and so 
halt cell division. 


One such extract was obtained 


from the. ovaries of starfish. The 
starfish must release its eggs into 
the sea water in order for them 
to start dividing and growing to 
form a new starfish. While the 
eggs are still in the ovary,. some 
chemical acts to keep them from 
dividing. 


Extract Chemical 


This chemical was extracted 


from starfish ovaries. It will pre- 
vent cell division in the eggs of a 
sea worm, chaetopterus. But it 
does not have much effect in pfe- 


Dr. Heilbrunn's approach to un- 


derstanding this machinery is to 
consider it as essentially a col- 
loidal solution—colloids being fine 
particles suspended in a fluid. Life 
and health of a cell depend, then, 
upon the chemical reactions tak- 
ing place among the colloid par- 
ticles> and these reactions must be 
understood in order to understand 
the workings of the cell:

After working for five weeks in 


the kindergarten of the refuge* 
camp bringing happiness and cheer 
to the unfortunate children who 
have so little, and paying all her

BITBURG, Germany (.W — The 


death toll rose to at least 30 persons 
today from the explosion of a U.S. 
military jet fuel tank and five 
other persons were believed miss- 
tag. There were no American cas- 
ualties. 


The known dead from, the blast 


Thursday included 22 Germans, 8 
Frenchmen. Eighteen other per- 
sons suffered-serious injuries. 


The 12,000-gallon underground 


tank, one of several at the German 
end of a NATO pipeline pumping 
jet fuel from France, exploded dur- 
ing" a fire fighting' demonstration.

1,000 feet and licked out from the 


wreckage to threaten 
adjacent 


storage tanks, all filled with highly 
volatile jet fuel. 


French, German and American 


rescue and fire lighting crews 
moved in. While the injured were 
being cared for, workmen drained 
the biggest tank in the area into a 
small river.

Television Sets and Toys 


By SAM UAWSON 


NEW YORK (*— A smattering 


of price cuts — from autos to vi- 
tamins—brighten th« consumer's 
prospects today. 


A few more may be on the way. 
The outlook at the butcher's is 


for what the meat industry calls 
"attractive prices" this fall. 


And Christmas shopping may be. 


easier on the pocketbook. too. 
Such old standby gifts as toilet 
articles, jewelry, luggage, and furs 
will have the benefit of the cut 
in Uncle Sam's excise taxes - 


TV set prices have been lowered 


by a number of manufacturers on 
the eve of their biggest seliing 
season. And attractive price tags 
may be put on a number of toys 
when the stores ready their Christ- 
mas gift departments. 


But merchants and manufactur- 


ers alike hasten to add that while 
lower prices here and there will 
gladden the shopper, the price 
prospect in general is for more 
of the same—stability. 


Prices of individual commodities 


and finished goods have gone up 
or down in the last two days. 
But the most striking thing has 
been the stability of the price 
average. Neither the wholesale nor 
the consumer price indexes have 
varied notably for many months. 


Inventory cutting, declining in- 


dustrial activity and a slowdown 
in some sections of retail trade 
usually bring on price drops. This 
time they haven't. 


Producers explain that operating 


costs have reached so high a 
level as to put a solid floor under 
prices. Distributors say their costs 
are so much heavier than a few 
years back that they can't lower 
retail prices. On the contrary, they 
complain of an increasing squeeze 
on their profit margins. 


But if the cost of living in gen- 


eral stays pretty steady—and most 
economists look for it to continue 
thmt way 
fr>r awhile — the con- 


sumer can take comfort today in 
the price cuts that do crop up 
here and there.
